| A REAL FRIEND 
TO MANKIND

| <A writer states that in the long-ago, 
| fe without the yellow birch would 


| have been unendurable in the bavk- 
woods of Maine. From the cradle. 
which was at times eyuipped with yel- 
low birch sprouts, to the coffin, which 
was at times equipped with vellow 
birch beckets for lowering into the 
| graves,—and all the way between, 
, birch was in use. Birch was used as 
| withes for many purposes, It waa 
used to bind pressed hay, and was 
found handy in supporting wagon 
stakes and for hay racks, harrows, 
baskets, barrels, sleds, sleighs, ladders, 
lopsided doors and gates,tottering well- 
sweeps, and almost every atationary 
or movable article nbout the premises 
could utilize w birch withe. Withes 
were used to tie cattle in their stalls, 
to make huddies for sheep, crates for 
| poultry, goads for oxen, and as waah 
ers to take up extra space on the bows 
of the yokes below the bow pins. 
When iron anchors were unavailable 
birch withes made 2 mesh to hold 
large atones. And whatever was need - 
ed in house buliding or in the making 
| of anures or nete, was eupplied by 
birch, 
Nowadays birch is much used for cart 
hube One factory turns out 60,000 
| palra of euch hubs every year. in Weat 
Virginia the motntaineers distill the 
twigs of the yellow birch for the ex- 
traction of its fragrant and volatile 
oil, which, under the name of oi! of 
checkerberry, brings $4.00 or more a 
gallon, on the apot. Yellow bireh wood 
makes very good fuel. It makes a aer- 
| viceable hardwood floor, which takes @ 
| fino polish and ia excellent for centre 
| and extension tables, oar bodies, sled 
frames, cfadies and cankets. Tho ter- 
mina! twigs of the yellow birch afford 
| excellent food for partridges during 
| the winter, and thereby contribute to 
| maintsin the game supply. However, 
| the writer coneludes humorously thet 
| the mont valuable service rendered by 
the birch je through ita disciplinary 
@plication in the country homes and 
eohoo! houses.

“First—A high explosive is one in 
which the atomg composing a mole- 
cule are presumed to separate from 
their own particular molecule and in 
mixing with the same atoms of other 
molecules causeg the phenomenon of 
explosion. In order to cause the dis- 
integration of the molecule a detona~ 
ting wave ig necessary, and this is us- 
ually caused by the explosion of a 


|charge of fulminate into the mass of 


high explosives. 

“Second—It has not yet been possi- 
ble to isolate and determine just what 
this detonating wave from a fulmi- 
nate is, but tests have shown that it 
is very similar to the wave of a sound 
which, when a peculiar note on a 
plano is struck, will cause a picture 
wire in the same room to vibrate. 

“Further experimentation on this 
line may some day perfect a sensitive 
explosive which, instead of being de- 
tonated by another explosive, may be 
safely fired by a correct vibrating 
wave from a musical instrument.”

One of Londons brightest possibil- 
ities for 1928 is declared to tc that of 
a season of international opera ‘n 
Covent Garden.:Go where you will to- 
day says The London Telegraph, the 
length and breadth of the land, and 
you will find a far keener (professed) 
enthusiasm for opera than ever 
before, largely due in. its recent 
growth to the Beecham, Carl Rosa 
British National, and other opera com 
panies, but if London is to have a 
“grand season in Covent Garden in 
May, June and July next year the 
professed must become practical. To 
this end, the .irectors of the Grand 
Opera syndicate have been approach- 
ed by many old subscribers who are 
anxious that a season on pre-war 
lines should be given next summer. 

It has always been the case in the 
grand past that while the Royal 
Opera was never subsidized i= the or- 
dinary meaning of that term, it vet 
enjoyed that most valued of all actual 
subsidies, a large subscription list. 
The directors themselves are satisfied 
that there are quite an exceptional 
number of first rate artists both in 
America and on the Cortinent from 
whom a company quite on the levei 
of any engaged in old days could be 
recruited, and who would attract 
quite as much popular suppo:t. 

The Telegraph agrees with the dir- 
ectors that the universe holds at this 
moment @ larger propo: on than per- 
haps perhaps ever before of opera:ic 
singers of the highest quality. It is 
true that England hae heard almost 
none of them here in the last four 
years, but those whose affair it is to 
keep on the lookout for the arrival of

Washington, Dec, 1 The United 
States administration had ready today 
a definite program of legisiation for 
the financtal relief of farmers, form- 
ulated in agreement with Senate 
leadera on both the agriculture and 
banking committees and to be pressed 
with thelr support at the ehort s#en- 
sion of Congress. 

Approved at a conference yoater- 
day between President Harding, Seo- 
retary Wallace and 16 Republican 
senatora, headed by Senator Lodge, 
the program contemplates utilisation 
of the federal farm loan board aa the 
agency for extension of larger and 
more liberal credits, both aa to inter. 
est rates and time, to meet the pres- 
ten agriculaural necenalty, 

The relief plan, designed to reach 
the small farmer as weil ae the large 
cattle raisers and grain growers, pro- 
poses an increase tn the maximum 
loan limit of the federal farm banka 
from $10,000 to $25,000; amendment 
of the Farm Loan Act to provide for 
the re-discount of agricultural pro- 
duction and marketing paper with a 
maximum credit period of three 
years, the creation of a division tn 
the farm bank system to deal apecifi- 
cally with this clase of credite, Prov. 
ision for the voluntary creation of 
livestock and agricultural credit anso- 
clatione to deal primarily with live- 
xtock loans also is proposed

Busy Season is Anticipated By 
Large Companies Operating 
At Buffalo Lake. 

Over eighty team, wil! be at work 
this winter hauling fish from Buffeio 
\ake, in northern Gasketchewan, to 
the A. @ G. W. railway at Cheechem.

go north on Tuesday's train 


The Johnecn Fisheries company, 


whoen head office in at Moose Jae, 
will operate forty teams, and @il) em- 
ploy abeut 75 men oli told. 

This company recently took ove: 
the interests of the Alberta Fish con 
pany, who have Been operating at 
Buffalo take for the past five years, 
and eapect to tak out about three- 
quarters of a million pounds of white- 
fish from the northern take this 
winter, 

Four-horse teams are wtiliseg tu 
transport the fiah from the lakeside 
camps to the railway, while two- 
ores teams aro employed on the ice 
to bring the fish to shore. This te 
necessary as some of the fenermen 
are located at a distance of from 
twenty-five to thirty miles out In the 
centre of the huge lake, where they 
are camped in cabooses, mounted on 
weighs, thase being moved from place 
te place during the winter. 

Immediately the whitefish are take. 
from the nets, which ere put in piace 
through holes in the ice, they are 
cleaned and boxed on the spot, then 
hauled to the shore camp and ded 
on the four-horse sleighs. Camps are 
provided every twenty miles, the 
teaming being done in relays eo that 
once the fishing starts there ia a con. 
stant stream of teams on the trail. 

At each eamp there is accommods- 
tion for 24 horses, with bunk houses, 
cook houses and go on for the men, 
@ cook and assistants being in per- 
manent residence at each camp dur- 
ing the season. Once arrived at 
Cheecham the fish boxes are joaded 
on waiting cars, and in this connec- 
tion the fish operators state that the 
eervice furnished by the Waterways 
line is excellent. 

The lake is stated to be clean and 
@ good fishing ground, while the 
whitefieh ta practically limitiess. Tho 
McInnes Fish company operates on 
the same ecaie as the Johnson Fish- 
eries Co. and this combination forme 
the largest inland fishery effort west 
of Lake Winnepegosis.

Buffalo lake. in common with othe: 
bodies of water, was very late to
